OF ENLARGING BOARD 


Executive heieeeos 25 Per 
Cent Site Limitation; City 
Heads Seek Change. 


The President frowns on any 
change in the local government, it 
Was made known at the White 
House yesterday. While he has not 
given the various proposals for a 
change any especial study, it was 
said that he seriously doubts that 
District affairs should be intrust- 
ed to the administration of one 
man. 

This concerned the proposal, ad- 
VYanced by former Commissioner 
Louis Brownlow, that a one-man 
government be established. 

At the same time the President 
Was represented as seeing no need 
for enlarging the present board of 
commissioners. He feels that the 
three commissioners can distribute 
the work among themselves so as 
not to place too much on any one. 

Of course, if the work is too much 
for three commissioners then an- 
other one, and possibly two, could 
be added, and this plan, it was indi- 
cated, would be preferable to that 
of the one-man administration, with 
seven or eight ‘“‘cabinet”’ officials. 

The one-man administration is 
usually accompanied, the White 
House spokesman explained, by a 
council or board of aldermen. 


Prefers Group Rule. 


With three commissioners of 
equal voice there is made possible 
an exchange of views, it was point- 
ed out, which the President was 
represented as feeling to be prefer- 
able to a one-man administration, 
regardless of organization 
around him. 

Representative Frank R. Reid, of 
Illinois, is the sponsor of the plan 
for a commission of five members, 
and Commissioner Rudolph has 
made known that- he thought one 
additional commissioner—to be a 
woman—would not be a bad idea. 

It was made clear that the Presi- 
dent has not set himself against an 
enlargement of the commission, He 
simply has not yet been convinced 
that the need exists. 

The President is inclined to ap- 
prove the 25 per cent limitation on 
school and park sites. There is a 
provision in the current appropria- 
tions bill which prohibits the com- 
missioners or the National Capital 
park and planning commission from 
buying any sites at more than 25 
per cent above the assessed valua- 
tion. |

The President was said to feel 
that the motive behind the provi- 
sion—protection of the Treasury— 
was certainly good. 

Obviously, the spokesman said, if 
the authorities can not purchase 
land within the prescribed limita- 
tion the propery is underassessed. 
There may be some Cases, it was 
explained, where the owner of a 
desired piece of property did not 
care to sell, in which case the price 
asked might well be above 25 per 
cent over the assessed valuation. 

In such instances the only re- 
course for the authorities was to 
condemn the property. Generally 
speaking, however, the spokesman 
said, the property was underas- 
sessed when it could not be bought 
at as much as 25 per cent above the 


assessed valuation.

New York, Oct. 8.—The sixth 
game of the “railroad world’s se- 
ries of 1926 will be played here to- 
morrow. The Yankees and the 
Cardinals have yet to determine 
which club will get the winners’ 
share, but the Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more & Ohio and New York Central 
can declare their dividends now. 

When this reporter left St. Louis 
last night the sound of the Missouri 
“squawk”’ was already arising, but 
there was a subdued purring sound 
made by a chorus of passenger 
agents, who wondered why it took 
baseball so long to discover that St. 
Louis was in either league. The 
passenger agents are unanimously 
in favor of cutting in San Francisco 
for 1927. 

There have, it is estimated, been 
several thousand persons rushing 
frantically between New York and 
St. Louis this week; some because 
they had to, the others because of a 
perverted sense of enjoyment. The 
three railroads have had their main 
lines just broken out with specials 
and extra sections of regular trains, 
a form of transportetion rash calcu- 
lated to increase the blood and cash 
pressure of railroads generally.

An affidavit by Dr. H. Wyman, 
jr., who performed the autopsies, 
was read at the inquest and showed 
that Demon Lowman died from 
shotgun wounds, while the other 
two were killed by bullets from .32- 
caliber pistols. Officers said the ne- 
groes virtually were ‘shot to 
pieces.’”’ The coroner’s jury re- 
cessed until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning.

Present Lawlessness Is Not 
to Credit of Country, Vet- 
erans Are Told.

Philadelphia, Pa:, Oct. 8 (By A. 
P.).—Gen. John J. Pershing broke 
the silence he has maintained for 
over a year to publicly sound warn- 
ing tonight that the army has been 
reduced to a point ‘‘below which 
we cannot go without most serious 
results.”’ 

Speaking before the Military 
Order of the World War, the com- 
mander of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force told his one-time sol- 
diers that the world “is not yet 
free from jealousy and coveteous- 
ness,’’ and that the “situation at 
home now and in the future de- 
mands the maintenance of a 
highly developed nucleus’’ for na- 
tional defense. 

Only a ‘‘vociferous minority’’. is 
opposed to such a program, he as- 
serted, adding: 

“There can be no earthly justi- 
fication for saving a few million 
dollars a year on the army during 
peace if, as a consequence, we 
must spend many billions in an 
emergency in an attempt to make 


Risk is Not Warranted. 


“The difference between an ade- 
quate and inadequate system is not 
sufficient to warrant the risk. There 
is a point below which we can not 
go without most serious results, 
and we have reached that point.’’ 

The general, departing from a 
discussion of the army, referred to 
what he described as an “unusual 
condition of lawlessness’ throuch- 
out the country. 

“It is not to our credit that an 
unusual condition of lawlessness 
exists in our country today,” he 
said. ‘“‘High-handed criminals es- 
cape the law and go unpunished. 
Officials elected by the people fail 
in the enforcement of law. 

“How long this will continue de- 
pends entirély on the people them- 
selves. We may as well be warned 
of our fate unless good citizens risa 
up and demand a change. 


Citizens Held Responsible. 


“The busy lives of present-day 
Americans too often absorb their 
thoughts to the exclusion of that 
consideration of the obligations of 
citizenship upon which a safe and 
sound government under the Con- 
stitution rests.’’ The general also 
appealed to his audience not to for- 
get that ‘‘the basis of our govern- 
ment is the community’’ and the

VERDICT IS EXPECTED 


Delian Calm as Buckner 
Says Hands Raised to 
Take Oath Robbed. 

‘MRS. MILLER LEAVES 
COURT AFTER COLLAPSE 


Either or Both Defendants, 
Judge Says, May Be Freed 
or Declared Guilty. 


New York, Oct. 8. (By A. P.)— 
The fate of Harry M. Daugherty 
and Thomas W. Miller, charged 
with conspiring against the govern- 
ment they served during the Presi- 
dency of Warren G. Harding, was 
placed in the hands of a jury to- 
night but a verdict will not be re- 
turned until morning. 

The jury took the case at 9:43 
o’clock and at 11 o’clock, when no 
verdict had been reached, Judge 
Mack ordered that the jurors retire 
for the night and return to the 
jury room at 10:30 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. For the night they 
were permitted to go under guard . 
to a hotel but were told they could 
deliberate in the jury room as long 
as they liked before retiring. 

Judge Mack completed his actual 
charge by 9 o'clock, .two hours 
after he started, but the remaining 
time before the jury filed out was 
taken up by suggestions of counsel, 
some of which the judge added to 
his charge and some of which he 
refused. 


Jury Asks for Papers. 


The charge, in main, was a 
straightforward statement of .the 
difference between bribery, as a 
crime by itself, with which the de- 
fendants were not charged, and 
conspiracy with bribery as an in- 
ducement, which was the charge 
against them. 

At 10:16 the jury sent to the 
courtroom for some papers which 
were taken fram the files on Buck- 
ner’s table and sept into the jury 
room.

i five days as I can in six, and I don’t 
‘think anyone else can.’’ 

“IT am not opposed to labor,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but when labor unions un- 
dertake to say when and where a 
man may and may not work, I con- 
sider that it is an economic sin.” 


He approved of prohibition and. 


expressed admiration of Premier 
Mussolini and the King of Italy. 

‘“‘How is today’s game coming 
along?’’ he interrupted the inter- 
view to ask at one point. He was 
embarrassed when reminded that 
there was no game today. 

“TIT don’t suppose there’s a man 
in the room,” he mused, ‘that 
doesn’t admire Babe Ruth.’”’

San Salvador, Republic of Salva- 
dor, Oct. 8 (By A. P.).—Gen. Ra- 
fael Cesar Medina, of Nicaragua, is 
dead. 


The death of Gen. Medina recalls 

international incident between 
the United States and Nicaragu sev- 
enteen years ago, in which he 
played a leading part. 

Medina was chief of the court- 
martial under the notorious dicta- 
tor president, Jose Santos Zelay, 
which convicted and sentenced to 
death two Americans, Leonard 
Groce, of Galveston, Tex., and Le- 
roy Cannon, of Harrisburg, Pa. 

The Americans, charged with at- 
tempting to dynamite a government 
vessel while serving with rebel 
forces fighting against Zelaya, were 
executed by a firing squad at Mana- 
gua in November, 1909, after, it 
was alleged, they had been subject 
to severe tortures. 

President Taft promptly recog- 
nized the rebels as  belligerents, 
greatly strengthening their cause, 
broke diplomatic relations with. the 
Zelaya ‘government and sent war- 
ships and marines to the scene. 
French and British warships also 
were sent to protect their nationals 
from the excesses of the dictator. 

The effect was immediate. The 
rebels, heartened by the support of 
the powers, defeated Zelaya’s main 
army near Rama and within a 
month: Zelaya was a fugitive. 

Gen. Medina was tried by the 
Madriz administration for his part 
in the execution of Groce and Can- 
non, but was acquitted on the 
presentation of telegrams from 
Zelaya ordering the death penalty 
for the two Americans.

NEW YORK AFFAIRS 


ACCEPTS NOMINATION, 

AS DOES R. F. WAGNER 
Judge Assails Record of 
Wadsworth on the 
Volstead Issue. 


New York, Oct. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, in formally 
accepting the Democratic nomina- 
tion for a fourth term tonight, de- 
clared he had placed the financial 
affairs of the State on a sound busi- 
ness basis. 

“T have done all in my power,” 
he said, ‘‘to remove the business of 
the State from the realm of political 
controversy and the State stands to- 
day with a credit second to none; 
with its taxation reduced, with its 
balances ample and with every pro- 
vision made for financing every 
legitimate need.”’ 

Answering charges by Ogden L. 
Mills, his Republican opponent, that 
extravagance existed in the State 
government, Gov. Smith countered 
with the charge that the legislature, 
which was under Republican con- 
trol, would have made the cost wd 
government infinitely more had he 
uot exercised his yeto power. 


Will Accept Comparison. 


The governor asserted the finan- 
cial administration of the New York 
State government would not suffer 
in comparison with thataof the Fed- 
eral government under President 
Coolidge. 

“Now I do not propose to confuse 
State and national issues,”’ he said, 
“but I am perfectly willing to have 


tration of the government of this 
State compared with that of the 
Federal administration.”’ 

Supreme Court Justice Robert 
F, Wagner, formally accepting the 
Democratic nomination for United 
States senator tonight, attacked 
the Volstend act and said he was 
in favor of its abandonment. 

“I am opposed to the law and 
a system on which the government 
is spending hundreds of millions of 
dollars to change the personal hab- 
its of a free people,’ he said. ‘I 
am opposed to a law which falsely 
declares that to be a crime which 
our hearts tell us is not morally 
wrong. * * * TI protest against 
this waste of public funds which 
results in the enrichment of the 
bootlegger, the corruption of the 
public service, disrespect for all 
law and an utter failure to bring 
about real temperance.”’ 


Wadsworth Attacked. 


Justice Wagner attacks the pro- 
hibition stand of Senator James 
W. Wadsworth, jr., his Republican 
opponent. ' 

He said the senator now was pos- 
ing as ‘‘an enemy of Volsteadism, 
but he neglected even to mention 
it in his formal spech of accept- 
ance.’’ The senator, he pointed out, 
had voted to pass the Volstead act 
over the veto of Woodrow Wilson.. 
He also made a general attack on 
the senator’s congressional record 
and what he termed “the Wads- 
worth myth,’’ citing that Senator 
Wadsworth had served twelve years 
in the Senate. ‘‘He must have done 
much to justify the eulogies now 
pronounced over him,’’ he said, 
and called upon “those who call 
him great to name his achieve- 
ments.’’ 

Justice Wagner declared his be- 
lief ‘in reducing taxes further with 
the greatest. rapidity compatible 
with sound economics,’’ and he at- 
tacked the Fordney-McCumber tar- 
iff act as “a tariff of exploitation 
and not of protection.” 


Entire Civil Service 
Of Austria May Quit 


Vienna, Austria, Oct. 8. (By A. 
P.)——The entire civil service of 
Austria has threatened to go on 
strike tomorrow noon, unless the 
government agrees immediately to 
discuss increase in salaries involv- 
ing $45,000,000 annually. The 
state functionaries have handed 
the government an ultimatum to 
that effect. 

The government has replied that 
it cannot be ready to discuss the 
matter before next Tuesday and 
that it has an equivalent of only 
$7,500,000 available to apply to- 
ward salaries.

OF CHICAGO POLICE 


Federal Attorney Announces 
Drive Against Officers Aid- 
ing Bootleggers. 


MAYOR DEVER WELCOMES 
STEP AND WILL AID IT 


Indicment of 130 Patrolmen, 
including Lieutenants, Said 
to Be Likely. 


Chicago, Oct. 8 (By A. P.).—The 
police department of Chicago was 
eneompassed today in a Federal in- 
quity into the methods which are 
hampering prohibition enforcement 
here. 

On the heels of indictments 
charging conspiracy against 79 offi- 
cials, gangsters and saloon keepers 
of Cicero. suburban community 
called by Federal agents a source 
of Chicago’s bootleg supply, Edwin 
C. Olson, Federal district attorney, 
subpenaed police records of several 
score of prohibition raids made by 
Chicago police, and announced a 
drive against police who are ‘‘con- 
niving with the bootleg industry.” 

In an effort to sift in one broad 
inquiry the manipulations of liquor 
dealing gangsters and the officials 
charved with the enforcement, Fed- 
eral Avents Pat Roche and Clarence 
L. Converse, working under the 
direction of A. P. Madden, chief of 
the Federal intelligence unit, turned 
their attention to enforcement con- 
ditions within Chicago following 
their collection of evidence against 
Cicero operators. 


Mayor Dever Aiding. 


Mayor VW. E. Dever and Chief of 
Police Morgan A.: Collins, not only 
ecquiesced to the turning over of 
police department records to Fed- 
eral investigators but promised 
their assistance in the inquiry. 

The mavor declared himself to be 
for “‘any investigation of the police 
department the ervernment cares to 
make.”’ 

“If there’s anything wrong,’’ he 
said, “I want to know it.”’ 

Chief Collins reiterated his de- 
sire ‘‘to rid the police department 
of dishonest policemen’”’ and said 
he would act in his own behalf if 
sufficient evidence is uncovered. 

Despite the refusal of Federal 
arents to reveel what they have 
discovered about “protection” of 
bootiegging by police and the un. 
willingness of the district attorney 
to verify reports that a number of 
confessions bolster the charges the 
government will make against po- 
iice, the Chicago Journal said it had 
learned that 1590 police would be 
indicted, including several lieuten- 
ants. 


Date to Genna Days. 


Much cf the evidence, the Jour- 
nal said, dates back to the days sev- 
eral years ago when the six Genna 
brothers, three of whom were since 
slain in gangster battles, controlled 
the city’s bootlegging traffic. 

During the trial of two Genna 
lientenants for a policeman’s mur- 
der, the attorney for the gangsters 
asserted that “‘it is police corruption 
that makes Chicago the worst_city 
in the world,” and he waved a black 
book which the judge declined to 
admit as evidence, but which the 
counsel said contained the names 
of 300 police who were profiting 
from the Genna alcohol monopoly.

The verbal skirmish between of-

No Comment by Leaders. 


The statement was issued by 
Lewis J. Flint, a director of the 
board of commerce, and C. C. Mc- 
Gill, its director of public relations. 

Labor officials read the statement 
without comment. 

The usual afternoon session of 


the convention was abandoned to- 
day in favor of an inspection tour 
of the Highland Park plant of the 
Ford Motor Co. More than 300 
delegates who made the trip were 
conducted through every depart- 
ment of the extensive plant. 
Disapproval of the conditions of 
labor as he found them in the 
plant was expressed in a formal 
statement issued tonight by A. J. 
Berrew, secretary of the metal- 
trades department of the federation. 
The text of his statement follows: 
“The constant monotony which 
the men in the Ford plant which 
we visited this afternoon are sub- 
ject ‘to, added to the tremendous 
pressure which these men labor 
under means that within a compar. 
atively few years they become an- 
other addition to the human junk 
heap and their places are taken by 
newer arrivals. So long as new 
men can be constantly added to the 
force such a plant can run, but no 
longer. 
“Instead of tending toward help- 
ing these men and making them 
better Americans, this system pro- 
vides men who can not help being 
good material for the radical and 
the demagogue to work upon.”

Reconciliation Must Come 
From Her, He Says; She 
Frets Over Scars. 


KEPT INDOORS TOO MUCH

New York, Oct. 8.—For the first 
time since the dove of peace pecked 
its way out of the Edward West 
Browning love nest, fhe famous 
lovers today locked horns in public 
statements. Goaded by the declar- 
ation of his. wife, the former 
‘*Peaches”’ Heenan, that she is ‘“‘ab- 
solutely through’ with him,’’ the 
millionaire real estate man launch- 
ed into a tirade against the little 
blonde school girl he married last 
April. 

‘Get this,’’ he cried, “I’m not a 
schoolboy, to crawl on my hands 
and knees to any woman. And if 
overtures looking to a reconcilia- 
tion are to be made, they'll have to 
come from the other side.

birth of Christ—has 
been emptied of a portion of its 
civilian population across the 2 
miles of placid Yangtse river to 
Hankow. 

For five weeks the ancient city 
across the river, which, under one 
name or another, has held a place 
in the commerce and policies of 
the Orient as far back as history 
is recorded, has been a sealed tomb 
of dead and dying. 

The stubborn fury of its defense 
by the northern force was born of 
the refusal of the besiegers to grant 
any terms of surrender. In the 
war language of the East, this 
probably means annihilation when 
hunger or shells have sufficiently 
sapped the strength of the gallant 
garrison. 

Announcement of the intention 
of the Cantonese to bombard Wu- 
chang came after the blockaded 
northern army. had consented to 
permit some of the thousands of 
noncombatants to depart. October 
10 was the date for the opening of 
this new phase of the epochal strug- 
gle for possession of the historical 
city. 

Seemingly only one thing can 
avert tne slaughter that must in- 
evitably ensue otherwise. This 
would be the success of Gen. Sun 
Suan Fang’s efforts to cut the line 
of communications of the southern 
army, thereby forcing that portion 
of it around Wuchang to retire 
southward as a matter of self-pres- 
ervation.

Below the acropolis were numer- 
ous remains of a prehistoric set- 
tlement containing many tombs. 

The side of the village of Mara- 
thon. communicates with the sea di- 
dectly by means of an ancient canal 
which entered a marsh, forming a 
good harbor. On both sides of this 
artificial waterway are Roman 
breakwaters. The walls of a mole 
were visible beneath the water. 
This structure is believed to be the 
work of Herodes Atticus. Near the 
canal are the remains of Roman 
marble buildings.

WRONG SCHOOL 


The indictment drawn against conditions in 
the public schools by Charles F. Carusi, mem- 
ber of the board of education, in a public ad- 
dress Wednesday evening, is of sufficient im- 
portance to demand the very careful considera- 
tion of his colleagues. If, as Mr. Carusi more 
than ingimates, there is something wrong with 
the administration of the schools, it is time the 
errors should be disclosed and those responsi- 
ble for them called to accotintability. 

Mr. Carusi makes the direct charge that 
certain conditions exist in Washington that 
make the best public service impossible. 
What it is that he condemns, he does not say, 
and the criticism, perhaps; would carry more 
weight if the people of Washington were ad- 
vised of the facts. School officials doubtless 
are conversant with the situation upon which 
the member of the board bases his complaint, 
and if they can not, or will not, remedy ob- 
jectionable conditions, the board of education 
would be justified, as Mr. Carusi suggests, 
in finding others who will. 

There is no good reason why officials and 
teachers should submit to the school board 
what Mr. Carusi characterizes as ‘‘meaning- 
less’’ reports when that body asks for definite 
fnformation. School officials are trained to 
think clearly and exercise directness in their 
official conduct. They demand this of their 
pupils; they should give it to their superior 
officers. Relations between the board and 
other officials should be straightforward and 
without evasion. It is only through such 
means that the truth can be ascertained, 

The statements of a man so well known as 
Mr. Carusi on a subject matter with which 
he is supposed to be familiar is bound to give 
much cencern to the parents of Washington 
whose children are in the public schools. The 
board should at once begin an inquiry to find 
out if these general charges are well founded 
and, if apply an immediate and effective 
remedy.

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AUTOMOBILE DEATHS: 


Although the number of deaths from auto- 
accidents becomes more appalling 
every day, statistics just made public by the 
Department of Commerce show that the careful 
individual still has a good chance to reach old 
age.. From January 3 to September 11 there 
were 4,162 fatalities in 78 principal cities hav- 
ing an estimated population of 31,878,016. 
Two hundred and fifty-two days elapsed during 
the period. One person was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident approximately every 90 min- 
utes. 

This is startling. Going into these figures 
further, however, it appears that one’s chances 
of being fatally injured are only 1 in over 
5,000. If a man is so fortunate as to reside 
in Kansas City, Kans., which heads the list for 
fewest fatalities, he has over 83,000 chances 
of living to the end of his natural\days to.1 
chance of being killed by a motor car. Should 
his residence be in Indianapolis, however, 
which heads the list for most fatalities per 
100,000 estimated population, he will have to 
cross crossings*cautiously, for his chances of 
not being killed by an automobile are only ap- 
proximately 4,300 to 1. 

Washington occupies a place about’ midway 
Yown the list. Fifty-two automobile fatalities 
dae to accidents occurred in the city proper 
during the period. In addition, however, there 
were fourteen deaths due to accidents that 
occurred in the adjoining States of Maryland 
and Virginia. Localizing the statistics for the 
District of Columbia, one sees that a traffic 
fatality occurs only once in about five days, and 
that the odds against being killed in this man- 
ner are slightly less than 7,000 to 1. 


CUTTING DOWN THE ARMY. 


The manner in which Congress grants ap- 
_propriations for the support of government es- 
tablishments and then erects barriers against 


the expenditures of the funds sometimes oper- 


ates to the disadvantage of the government. 
‘The recent order of the War Department stop- 


ping recruiting for the remainder of the pres- 


ent fiscal year is a case in point. The average 


strength of the army under existing law is 


Congress determines the size of the 


army aud navy and appropriates fungs for 


their maintenance. The last Congress .appro- 
priated a sum presumably sufficient to keep 


i) the army in efficient condition, the various 
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items of expenditures being set out in the 


_ statute in multitudinous detail. 


_ That law, however, instead of maintaining 
a army the size Congress had stipulated had 


. ‘/ the actual effect of reducing the fighting force 
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draw upon other military funds to keep up the 
subsistence allowance, the only recourse the 
department has was to reduce the size of the 
army. The increase of 3 cents a day per man 
for 8,000 men for an entire year would 
amount to $88,000, and because this compara- 
tively paltry sum was not available the army, 
already reduced to an absurd minimum in 
numbers, must suffer still further decapitation. 
Laws for the support of.the various arms of 
the national defense ought to be framed on a 
more scientific basis. 


SIGNIFICANT TRADE FAC TS. 


Officials of the National Association of Man-. 


ufacturers have made a survey of business and 
industrial conditions in the United States with- 


in the last six months, and the prospects of. 


future business. The facts reported are in- 
teresting. 

Present trade is reported to be 92 per cent 
favorable, 73 per cent good and fair, 19 per 
cent excellent and 8 per cent poor. Good pros- 
pects are 83 per cent. This is a very good 
cross-section of business conditions in the en- 
tire country, the accuracy of which can not 
reasonably be doubted. 

Since February last the reported increase in 
employment is 68 per cent, about 8 per cent 


reporting the increase large, while 10 per cent 


reported a shortage of skilled labor. 

It. is ascertained that domestic industrial 
disputes between 1916 and 1925 cost approx- 
imately $12,982,000,000—about $496,167,000 
borne by employers, about $1,804,000,000 
borne by the workers and about $10,681,000,- 
000 borne by the public. : 

This is a tremendous toll, equal to about 
60 per cent of the entire public debt. 


ART.IN THE HOG YARD. 


since the enactment of the meat in- 
spection law, twenty years ago, every animal 
that enters the slaughter nens of the great 
packing houses emerges from the cooling room 
decorated with a*lovely mauve tinted mark, 
about 2 inches in diameter. which indicates 
that the carcass has been “inspected and 
passed’’ by the bureau of animal industry. 
That inspection mark is the guarantee of the 
government that the meat is wholesome and 
fit for human food. The reason why the pork 
or the beef brought into market from farms 
is not thus decorated is that the farmers in 
Congress relieved the farmers not in Congress 
from the humiliation of submitting to govern- 
ment inspection of sanitation on the farm. 

But while this inspection and marking pro- 
tects the consumer from the danger of pur- 
chasing diseased meat, the packer has no such 
protection against the purchase of diseased 
animals. He buys a drove of cattle or a herd 
of sheep or swine ‘as is,’’ and takes the 
chance that the inspector may find lesions of 
tuberculosis, or other disease, when he comes 
to make his inspection. Such a discovery 
means that the carcass is at once consigned to 
the rendering room or the tank. It can not 
be sold for human food. 

While the beef herds of the West have been 
pretty thoroughly cleared of most of the 
diseases which formerly prevailed extensively 
among cattle, especially the dairy herds, the 
packers still sustain great losses through the 
discovery after slaughter that hogs, apparently 
in prime health, are frequently subject to con- 
demnation because of tubercular disease. Un- 
til recently it has been difficult, and frequently 
impossible, to trace the affected animal back 
to the place of origin. But now comes in- 
formation from the Department of Agricul- 
ture that experiments, which promise success, 
have been carried on during the last six 
months in the Kansas City stockyards. It is 
the simple expedient of applying the ‘‘finger- 
print’’ principle to the porker. He is forced 
through a narrow chute, and, in passing, meets 
a tattoo artist, who quickly decorates him with 
an indellible design which stays right with 
him through the rest of his career, even up to 
the time that he is cut up and displayed on 
the marble’slab in the butcher shop. The bu- 
reau of animal industry is now prepared to 
trace the tattooed porker’s ancestry and home 
life. 

When porcine tuberculosis is traced to its 
source it can be eliminated, and the price of 
pork should decrease.

PURE FOOD. 


This year is the twentieth anniversary of 
the enactment of the pure food and drugs law. 
It is estimated that more than $10,000,000,000 
worth of food and drug products are annually 
brought within the jurisdiction of this act. The 
value of all foods manufactured annually is 
said to be more than four times that of the 
annual output of all iron and steel mills, four 
times that of men’s and women’s clothing, six 
times that of automobiles and ten times that 
of boots and shoes. 

There are few laws on the statute books 
more valuable to the American people than 
this. It touches the health and bodily welfare 
of all. The law was viewed with suspicion 
and opposition in the early years of its en- 
forcement. Today it is praised by both man- 
ufacturers and consumers. During the twenty 
years of its operation, 144,500 cases of com- 
plaints have been investigated, resulting in 
22,600 court cases. 

It is asserted by the officials who have in 
charge the enforcement of the law that viola- 
tions are now the result of careleasness rather 
than deliberate intention,-as 2 rule. The re- 
sult has been better and purer food for the 
masses, public confidence in food manufactured 
under the requirements of the law, and better 
financial results to manufacturers. The gov- 
ernment agents are no longer policemen, but 
instructors. This is one instance where gov- 
ernment regulation, once called interference, 
has been beneficial to both producers and 
consumers.

funds havé been appropriated for fire preven- 
tion, thereby requiring unusual expenditures 
to meet emergencies when they arise. From 
a business viewpoint this form of economy 
loses the government both money and prop- 
erty, hazards its neighbors with the fire it 
breeds, and creates conditions that are a con- 
stant menace in ‘the timber growing States of 
the West. 

The delegation that visited the President 
sought to emphasize the ‘vital importance of 
fire prevention as distinguished from frantic 
efforts to meet an emergency that might have 
been. avoided under a proper system of fire 
protection adequately financed. They are firm 
believers in the doctrine that ‘‘an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.,’’ 

Both the President and the head of the 
budges expressed approval of the fire pre- 
vention plan. The conference was well-timed, 
because the items involved are now being con- 
sidered in connection with the next budget. 
Appropriations heretofore made for this object 
show that the government has. not ‘‘come 
through”’ with the annual amount contem- 
plated in the Clarke-McNary act. The re- 
marks of the President, it is said, indicated 
that the appropriations especially desired 
would be recommended, although it was not 
understood that the full amount sought would 
be granted. Any improvement in this respect, 
however, should be cheering to the public, 
which has witnessed an enormous:.needless de- 
struction of the’ nation’s timber resources. 

The past policy of the government toward 
the national forests is not above just criticism. 
In normal years it has been spending more 
than. $2 for emergency work when the woods 
were on fire for every dollar it provided to 
prevent fire. Private agencies, better equipped 
to prevent forest fire and deal with it promptly, 
spent only 50 cents to meet the emergency for 
every dollar they provided to prevent it, and 
got much better results. That is good busi- 
ness sense, and that is the policy the men 
skilled in dealing with this situation are urg- 
ing the government to adopt. 


THE TARIFF AND POLITICS, 


It is reported that the National Association 
of Manufacturers has resolved that the time 
has arrived when the tariff should be taken out 
of politics. This is a familiar observation. It 
has been made by theorists and ‘‘experts”’ 
many times. But the tariff is still in politics, 
and will remain there. 

The tariff is in politics for the reason that 
it a question embodying two distinct and 
opposing principles or economic policies. Much 
is said about a “scientific tariff,’’ and sugges- 
tions are made by so-called experts’ who, in the 
last analysis, usually are devising means of 
undermining one principle and promoting an- 
other. 

When the tariff commission was established 
it was denominated a nonpartisan or biparti- 
san organization. Recent events have demon- 
strated that the commission can not be non- 
partisan. In his book ‘‘Making a Tariff,’ Dr. 
Thomas Walker Page, a former chairman of 
the tariff commission, appointed by President 
Wilson as a low tariff member, says:

Reform in the method of’ making the 
tariff will not result from “taking the 
tariff out of politics,’’ for this can not be 
done, nor from efforts to construct a ‘‘sci- 
entific tariff’? by the use of some mathe- 
matical rule, for this likewise can not be 
done, 

The tariff is politics, and nothing else, just 
as much as finance and taxation. The tariff 
commission was created on the pretense that 
the tariff might be taken out of politics. The 
men who voted to create the commission knew 
that it could not keep out of politics. In so far 
as it pretends to eschew politics the tariff 
commission is a fraud.

lowing statement to a reporter: 

“We expect to continue our hun- 
ger diet for a week or more. Neither 
of us is hungry, and we both feel 
physically fit. We are eating whole 
wheat bread and drinking pure 
water without adding lemon juice.’’ 

I am sure that these gentlemen 
chose the right kind of bread. The 
bread made of modern devitalized 
white flour, bleached after devital- 
ization to make it look white as a 
corpse, not only is not nutritious, 
but if eaten for any length of time 
it will induce an attack of polyneu- 
ritis, or, as it is more commonly 
known in Japan, beri-beri.

venience. It would seem in this 
day and age of fresh-food transpor- 
tation facilities that there are few 
places at least in this country where 
fresh milk may not be had. There 
is a reputable firm that makes a 
specialty of transporting milk in 
its natural state,» and, although it | 
is-considerably more expensive to | 
use than milk procured from a local 
dairyman, it is, if you can even 
with sacrifice to yourself afford it, 
far better than to risk disorders 
later in life for your child that 
would easily be traced to faulty 
nutrition at this tender age.

Army Personnel Is 14,655 
Below Authorized Force 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The army’s enlisted strength had 
fallen yesterday to 110.345 men; 
8,405 below the pay strength, and 
14,655 under the authorized 
strength. : 

The reduction was attributed at 
the War Department directly to the 
recruiting stop order which became 
effective September 15, and was is- 
sued to avoid a heavy threatened 
deficiency in funds appropriated by 
Congress for pay and subsistence 
during the current fiscal year. 

Receipts of reports that the 
strength had dropped below the 
110,900 figure fixed by the depart- 
ment as the average to-be main- 
tained until next Judy to prevent 
a deficiency in funds, led to a madi- 
fication of the recruiting order. 

As the situation now stands, 
limited recruiting will start Mon- 
day and be so regulated as to in- 
sure as nearly as possible the 110,- 
900 average until July 30, which 
is the end of the fiscal year.

ICE CREAM SOMETIMES A 
DANGER. 
CE cream can be a wholesome 
| food, or a dangerous one, de- 

pendent wholly upon how it is 
manufactured and handled. As it 
is, there are safe ice creams on the 
market, and others that are unsafe. 

In an article on ‘‘Ice Creams as a 
Cause of Epidemicsg’ Fabian col- 
lected reports of 3 Pepidemics due 
to eating ice cream. In these epi- 
demics several hundred people suf- 
fered from various communicable 
diseases and many died. The dis- 
eases referred to were: Diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, typhoid fever and 
diarrhoea. Tuberculosis is another 
disease which may be spread by ice 
cream. 

Fabian also gives a list of studies 
made in laboratories, which studies 
have shown that disease-producing 
bacteria can remain alive and capa- 
ble of producing disease for days, 
weeks, and, in some instances, for 


months, when held below the freez- | 


ing temperature. 


For instance, Prucha and Bran-| 


non froze some typhoid bacilli in ice 
cream, and then held it at a temper- 
ature around 4 below zero for two

Shrader and Craig say: ‘‘Ice 
cream dealers of Baltimore have 
stated that no cream is too good to 
go into ice cream and they have re- 
quested the health department to 
require the same sanitary quality 
for all cream, whether it be for 
bottling, or ice cream, this ruling to 
go into effect January 1, 1927.’’ 

Fabian’s recommendation is that 
all ice cream be required to meet 
the following standards: 

That the mix be pasteurized for 
30 minutes at 150 degrees. 

That no ice cream be allowed to 
have more than 100,000 bacteria 
per c. c. 


That there be regular sanitary 
inspection of ice cream plants.

It hag been es-| 
timated that aside from the tax it- 
self, the corporations spend about 
$75,000,000 a year making uP cel 
ax returns.

Speedy 


Audit Important. 


The second reform, speeding up. 
the government’s audit, is no less 
important. It is. not, perhaps, a 
subject of common knowledge, that 
there are thousands of tax returns 
still awaiting final audit in Wash- 
ington after a lapse of five to eight 
years. On September 17 there were 
in this class 1,600 returns covering 
business done in 1917, 1,800 re. 
turns covering 1918 business, 2,500 
returns covering 1919 business. 
9,000 returns covering 1920 busi- 
ness and 7,500 returns covering 
business done in 1921. 

These cases were unusual. In 
nearly every instance they con. 
cerned points in disagreement be- 
tween the taxpayer and the bureau. 
Trey do not represent lack of dili- 
gence on the government’s part, 
but simply the accumulation of bus- 
iness which for one reason or an- 
other long has outlived its time. 
The transactions covered by the re. 
ports fast are becoming ancient his- 
tory; the money made by the cor- 
porations in many instances long 


—— |ago has been paid out, yet the cases 


have hung on, awaiting final audit, 
a monument to a system which the 
Emery committee hopes to modify. 

Corporations affected by these un- 
audited returns must keep fresh the 
records of the years thus covered 
and until the final adult must re- 
main in a state of uncertainty as to 
the outcome. 

For recent years the number of 
unaudited returns naturally is 
much larger. Thus there were less 
than a month ago 75,000 returns 
covering 1922 business which had 
not received the final government 
audit, 121,000 returns covering 
1923 business and 165,000 returns 
covering business done in 1924. 
Not all these returns relate to cor- 
porations, but many of them doubt- 
less do so. 

The returns yet awaiting final 
audit are, however, but a small 
fraction of those which have been 
closed. The closed cases for 1923 
number. 959,000, those for 1924 
869,000 and those for 1925 343,-

Capital Can Come Into Its 
Own This Year, Dr. 
Lewis Declares. 


| That Washington must take ad- 
vantage of.its opportunities to de- 
velop into a greater city before it 
is too late was the-keynote of a 
speech delivered by William Mather 
Lewis, president of the George 
Washington university, yesterday 
before the City club at its weekly 
luncheon. 


‘Washington has the best frame- 
work of any city in the United 
States,’’ Mr. Lewis declared. ‘A 
city with a framework like ours can 
do anything if it works with a pro- 
jective and Washington’s projective 
should be the two hundredth an- 
niversary of George Washington 
which is to be held in 1932. This 
is going to be the most significant 
anniversary in the world. It is 
going to be the time when Wash- 
ington can come jnto its own if it 
is ready, and a time when she will 
have to run like thunder if she isn’t 
ready.”’

Novelty; Ovation for Huy- 
brechts’ Prize Sonata. 


Two splendid concerts marked the 
second day of the Chamber Music 
festival in progress in the chamber 
music auditorium of the Library of 
Congress, the gift of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sprague Cociidge. 

Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, wife of tne 
President, for the first time attend- 
ed the festival at the afternoon con- 
cert and was greeted with applause 
when she entered the auditorium, 
escorted by Herbert Putnam, the 
librarian of congress. 

During the intermission Mrs. 
Frederick S. Coolidge, the donor of 
the auditorium and founder of the 
Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge Founda- 
tion, under whose auspices the 
festival is being held, was presented 
to Mrs. Coolidge and the two ladies 
chatted for some time, and Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge congratulated M*s. 
Frederick S. Coolidge on the suc- 
cess of the festival: 


Plandits for Composer. 


As usual Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, 
who is an appreciative lover of good 
music, led in the applause and after 
“The Theme and Fantastic Varia- 
tions” by N. Berezowsky, presented 
for the first time in this country 
and remarkably well played by the 
Stringwood Ensemble of New York, 
she was one of those most insistent 
that the modest young composer 
rise from his seat in the audience 
and acknowledge the plaudits of 
the music lovers present. 

One of the features of this num- 
ber was the striking performance 
of Simeon Bellison on the clarinet. 
Arthur Loesser, the pianist, proved 
himself a master of that instru- 
ment, having a firm, clear and 
ringing tone, which ever dominated 


sized all their fine points. N. Be- 
fezowsky, in this composition, has 
made a distinct contribution to 
chamber music. 

The high point of the afternoon 
program, which was the finest of 
all presented so far in the festi- 
val, was the exquisite ‘‘Quintet,”’ 
by S. I. Tanieev. Seldom has Wash- 
ington heard a work with such a 
multitude of beauties of tone and 
phrasing. The playing of M. Cores 
on the viola was particularly fine 
and matched the splendid perform- 
ance of G. Prevost, a Belgian mu- 
sician, at the morning concert, on 
the same instrument. The first 
three movements of the quintet 
were considered the finest, as the 
finale veered dangerously near be- 
ing too noisy in execution. 


Russian Folk Songs Given. 


A novelty was introduced in the 
afternoon program in the form of 
five Russian folk songs sung by 
Boris Saslawsky, barytone, accom- 
panied by a trio of violin, violin- 
cello and piano. The singer had 
excellent phrasing, well nigh per- 
fect diction and displayed versatil- 
ity as well. But his voice lacked 
sufficient carrying power, and he 
did not seem able at times to get 
it out of his throat properly, due 
perhaps to insufficient breath back 
of the tone. The fourth song, 
called simply ‘‘The Prayer,’’ was 
the most beautiful and the best 
sung of the group. 

The personnel of the “String 
Wood Ensemble’’ of New York was 
as follows: Strings, M. Stopak, S. 
Kuskin, ‘M. Cores and A. Borodkin; 
clarinet, Simeon Bellison, and Pi- 
ano, Arthur Loesser. 

There was much eagerness to 
hear the sonata by Albert Huy- 
brechts, played by the Pro Arte 
String Quartet of Brussels, which 
won the Elizabeth.Sprague Cool- 
idge prize for 1926. After it had 
been heard for the first time in 
public there was a considerable dif- 
ference of opinion as to its merits. 
The movement which won the most 
praise was the first one, ‘‘Allegro 
Moderato.’’ 


Ovation for French Pianist. 


Much interest also attached to 
the playing of E. Robert Schmitz, 
the French pianist, whose reputa- 
tion as a great pianist had preceded 
him to Washington. He was found 
to have charm, color and a beauti- 
ful singing tone and he was accord- 
ed a special ovation of his own. 

The Belgian composer, Albert 
Huybrechts, was given an ovation 
after the performance of his prize|, 
sonata. The quartet members were 
A. Onnier, L. Halleux, G. Prevost 
and R. Maas. 

To many musicians present the 
outstanding feature of the morning 
program was found in the quartet 
by Joseph Jongen. It had as con- 
trast the quartet of Cesar Franck, 
the French composer, a _ familiar 
work, and did not suffer from the 
comparison. The Jongen quartet 
also was heard for the first time in 
public in America, and its. second 
movement, “‘Tempo di Scherzo,”’ 
with its duet for viola and second 
viola, brought out anew the charms 
and loveliness of this master instru- 
ment. The Franck quartet was also 
well received. 

The performers of the festival 
music and musical notables visiting 
the festival will make a pilgrimage 
this morning to Mount Vernon, and

“Not of itself,” he added, ‘‘but 
It is a circumstance which you 
must weigh with ali the other cir- 
cumstances of the case.

Mr. Buckner'’s Address. 


As soon as Buckner ended his 
summation with a strong plea for 
conviction of both defendants, 
Judge Mack announced that court 
would reconvene tonight, at which 
time he would charge the jury and 
place the fate of the defendants in 
its hands.

ard Merton paid to John T. King. 
And Miller was in New York when.

“Do you think that Jess Smith, 
who has been painted here as the 
loyal, life-long friend of Daugherty, 
would sell out his store in Wash- 
ington Courthouse, Ohio, and go 
to Washington, take charge of re- 
organizing the Department of Jus- 
tice without a salary and then sell 
out Daughtrty in six weeks? No. 
That is unreasonable.” 

Painting Senator Guy D. Goff, of 
West Virginia, as a “poor, broken 
down old man,” Buckner described 
him as a “rubber stamp,’’ which 


spirators to sign the approval pa- 
pers of the claims without ever 
knowing about them. 


“Poor Old Goff."’ 
“I do not know if he knew what 


old Goff,was. lying here. He did 
contradict himself, but I suppose 
he got his argument in his last elec- 
tion campaign all mixed up with 
what actually happened.

He probably reasoned, and justly s0, 
that too much inference would be 
drawn from his admission of an in- 
nocent, as far as he was conerned, 
conversation with Smith, but I have 
no doubt Jess Smith did tell him the 
claim should be passed.”’ 

Trundling a blackboard before 
the jury, Buckner began tracing 
the course of the $391,000 in_lib- 
erty loan bonds that Richard Mer- 
ten, German metal magnate, paid 
to John T. King. Buckner handed 
each of the jurors a graph showing 
the course the bonds had taken. Al- 
though he began by showing how 
the government had traced five of 
the $10,000 bonds to Miller, he 
showed on the blackboard that 
$224.00 of them had gore to 
Daugherty and Smith, and $112,- 
000 to King. 

“Of course, I can’t prove how 
many of those $224,000 of bonds 
were kept by Smith and how many 
were kept by Daugherty, but I 
doubt if Smith ever got any of, 


Mrs. Miller Weeps. 


The strain of the trial upon Mrs. 
Miller became increasingly’ appar- 
ent as Buckner proceeded with his 
denunciatory summation. 

During the afternoon she sat 
close behind her husband, one 
had often pressed close against 
her lips, while the muscles of her 
throat worked convulsively. 

Once, when Buckner madé scath- 
ing assertion that ‘‘the hands that 
dipped into the pots of gold .en- 
trusted to his care are the hands of 
Tom Miller,” she put her handker- 
chief to her eyes and tears were evi- 
dent upon her cheeks. | 

During a brief intermission 
shortly after 3 o’clock, Mrs. Miller 
surrendered completely to her emo- 
tions and sobbed convulsively. — 

Buckner closed his summation 
with a stirring appeal for conviction 
@f both Daugherty and Miller. 

“Acquittal of these men,’’ he 
said, “‘would only serve notice gn 
several hundred thousand govern- 
ment employes that all they have 
to do is to get high enough to be 
beyond the reach of retribution. 

“Tom Miller and Harry Daugh- 
erty stole with the very hands they 
raised in taking the oath of office. 
You owe it to the hundred million 
honest people of this nation to call 
them to account. 

“Sympathy is not for you to con- 
sider. That is the prerogative of 
the court and must not be usurped. 

“Yours is the task of placing 
blame where blame is due and that 
I call upon you in the name of jus- 
tice to do.’’

Vote Approval of Plan to 
Raise $135,000 Here for 
Ministers’ Pensions. 

LAYMEN WILL CONDUCT 
ROTUAL CAMPAIGN WORK 

$15, 000, 000 Total Sought in 
National Plan Proposed by 
Last General Assembly 


Voting unanimous approval of 
the plan indorsed by the last gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church to provide an adequate, 
businesslike and_ self-sustaining 
method of pensioning retired minis- 
ters and missionaries of the church, 
the pastors of the 29 congregations 
in the Washington Presbytery yes- 
terday accepted the moral leader- 
ship in the campaign here late this 
month for $135,000, the local quota 
of a national budget of $15,000,- 
000 needed to put the new plan into 
operation. 

While the actual solicitation in 
the campaign is to be conducted by 
laymen, the drive is to be under 
the specific direction of the minis- 
ters and upon them, church officials 
say, will depend the success of the 
program. The minister in each 
church, and a lay chairman appoint- 
ed by the pastor, are to decide those 
to be solicited and all details of the 
drive. 


Need of Fund Cited. 


The meeting yesterday, held at 
the Cosmos club, was called by 
John B. Larner, chairman of the 
laymen’s committee for Washing- 
ton. He told the ministers “No 
church program can be put through 
successfully that does not have the 
unqualified indorsement of the 
pastors.”’ 

The Rev. Reid S. Dickson, asso- 
ciate secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Ministerial Relief and 
Sustentation, pointed out frankly 
that a year’s sincere attempt to col- 
lect the budget quietly with no pub- 
lic appeal from the pulpits had 
failed. He explained that the new 
plan for service pensions, which 
will provide annuities ranging from 
$600 to $2,000, would not become 
self-sustaining for fifteen years and 
for that reason the $15,000,000 
budget was necessary to care for 
ministers and missionaries who will 
reach retirement age in the interim. 

The new plan, the ministers were 
told, would eliminate the embDar- 
rassing necessity of having to ask 
for benevolences each year to care 
for needy ministers and foreign 
field workers who. reached old age 
with no means of' support. 


New System of Pensions. 


Under the new system pensions 
will be provided through the fund 
accruing from annual premiums 
amounting to 10 per cent of each 
minister’s and missionary’s salary. 
The minister or missionary is to 
pay 2% per cent of this sum and 
his or her congregation is to pay 
the remaining 7% per cent as a 
part of its yearly church expenses. 

The campaign will be launched 
at a dinner of all campaign work- 
ers to be held October 29, and will 
continue through November 8. Final 
plans are to be laid by the workers 
at a meeting October 20. October 
31 has been set aside as “Pension 
Sabbath” and on that day ministers 
of the Presbyterian Church the

guard Against Flames, Says 
Robert M. Buck. 


A plea for formation of habits 
that will result in safeguards 
against fires was voiced last night 
over the radio, station WRC, by 
Robert M. Buck, a member of the 
District fire prevention committee. 

‘“‘All fires are preventable,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Most of them are so easily 
preventable that when we learn how 
they star “we wonder any one 
could have been so stupid. Respon- 
sibility lies on every one old enough 
to profit by experience and advice 
to form habits such that we will 
constantly and automatically take 
steps to guard against starting of 
fires. 

*‘Most important of these habits 
is that of orderliness about the 
premises where we live and work. 
A clean house seldom burns. 
Dusty or rubbish-strewn places 
often burn. Another important 
habit is care in handling gasoline. 
It is the most dangerous thing we 
keep daily around us.” 


COURT UPHOLDS DEGREE 
FOR ELECTRIC REFUNDS 


Justice Stafford Rules Against 
Effort to Force Distribution 
of Whole $6,000,000. 


GOVERNMENT PLEA DENIED 


The consent decree entered into} 
between the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., and the public utili- 
ties commission, in December 
1924 concerning, among other 
things, the disposition of an im- 
pounded fund of $6,000,000 which 
had accumulated since 1917 in the 
controversy over electric light 
rates, is a final decree and must 
be treated by the equity court as 
such according to a ruling yester- 
day by Justice Wendell P. Staf- 
ford. 

In accordance with this ruling the 
court decided that neither the Uni- 
ted States government nor Edwin 
W. Davis could intervene to obtain 
more than what they have already 
been paid by the power company. 
By the terms of the consent decree 
the consumers were to receive half 
and the other half was to belong 
to the power company. Mr. Davis 
claimed $39 and the government 
contended that it was entitled to 
$200,000. Both would-be interven- 
ors contended that the court, by 
its approval of the consent decree, 
could not dispose of any money 
belonging to the consumers, and, 
that all of the impounded fund 
should be returned to the con- 
sumers. . 

“I feel absolutely certain,’”’ Jus- 
tice Stafford stated, ‘‘that there is 
no right to intervene. We are bound 
to treat the decree as a final one.”’ 
The court mentioned as one of 
the “‘‘insurmountable obstacles’’ to 
intervention, the time that has 
elapsed since the decree was ap- 
proved. The court also stated that 
pétitions of this sort were so rare 
that there was grave doubt if a 
precedent existed which could be 
noticed judicially. 

Attorneys Barbour and Bowen, 
on behalf of the power company, 
stressed the fact that the detree 
was final and that it could not 
now be disturbed. It is likely that 
an appeal will be noted.

The prohibition war, which some- 
time ago evolved into a war among 
chemists, mutuaiily representing en- 
forcement and the bootleg industry. 
took. a more decided turn toward 
chemical warfare yesterday when 
a formula that has the recommen. 
dation of bad taste, bad smell and 
poison was approved for denaturing 
commercial alcohol. 

This newest move toward the en- 
forcement of prohibition hasn’t any 
thing of charity in it to say the 
least. Its ingredients are of the 
very opposite extreme. The chauvin- 
ists of enforcement may well 
chuckle over its taste and smell. 
which will resemble “hot, burnt 
crankcase drainings from an auto 
mobile engine,’ it was announced 
yesterday. 

This legitimately poisoned for- 
mula for making unattractive a 
commodity which a certain class of 
persons are trying to drink, will be 
presented this illegitimate class of 
drinkers as a new year’s gift.

lowever, the thing chiefly aimed 
at by government chemists in de- 
vising the formula is that its in- 
gredients will remain intact in their 
molecular disposition despite all 
efforts of chemists representing the 
opposing party to take the offensive 
portion out. 

Therefore, the success of the 
latest move toward the experiment- 
al enforcement of prohibition de- 
pends on whether there exists 
chemists able to take ou tof a Iaquid 
commodity ingredients which other 
chemists have put into it. 

The government chemists fee] 
that they have done exceedingly 
well. The formula has the double 
virtue of being extremely difficult 
to break up and at the same time as 
harmless as possible for the legiti- 
mate commercial use of alcohol. 
The government chemists may now 
laugh up their sleeves. 

Previously the laugh was on* 
them, for the bootleg chemists were 
able to solve their previous puzzles 
in the form of intricate chemica! 
compositions. 


Poison Not Fatal. 

As a result five of the original 
formulas for denaturing alcohol 
have been dropped. Now, in this 
game of put in and take out among 
chemists, the opus in the play {is 
thrown entirely on the bootleg 
chemists, and the forecast is that 
many a brow will take on perma- 
nent wrinkles before an open sesame 
is discovered. 

The new formula is not consid- 
ered fatally poisonous, although it 
contains 4 per cent of wood alcohol. 
which, it is believed, will be locked 
in the concoction beyond extrac. 
tion. 

The concoction is called ‘‘formula 
No. 5, modified.””’ But this inof- 
fensive and innocent designation 
doesn’t tel] the story. Authorities 
declare that ‘‘awful’’ is the best 
description. 

The chief ingredient in producing 
the burnt, het, crankcase flavor 
and garage aroma is aldehol, a by- 
product of the gasoline ‘‘cracking”’ 
process. The birthplace of aldeho! 
is Pittsburgh. There it was de- 
veloped as a solvent for varnish. 
and served well in that capacity 
until it became a weapon for prohi- 
bition enforcement.
